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Local Anaesthetics, 


By Rea Proctor McGee, M.D., D.D.S, 
Editor Oral Hygiene. 


The local anaesthetic is a medicine 


that temporarily takes away the sen- 
sation of tating from one part of the 
body, leaving the rest of the body 
with its normial sensation. We use 
the word “local” to differentiate this 
type of an anaesthetic from the “gen- 
eral anaesthetic, which takes away 
the sensation from the entire body by 
putting the patient to sleep. 

The first local anaesthetic was 
cocaine. It was used with varying 
success, but with a great deal of dan- 
ger for a number of years, The de- 
sirability of a loca! anaesthetic and 
the danger of cocaine poisoning final- 
ly resulted in a series of experiments 
to find out the exact chemical con- 
tents of cocaine. This, fortunately, 
was discovered and today we have @ 


substance called novocaine—or, to use 
the proper government word, pro- 
caine. This procaine is what we call 
a synthetic product. A synthetic is 


and Pro-| farceny—it will work out its inevit-| a chemical imitation of a natural drug. 


Procaine contains all of the clements 
of cocaine, except the poison, and, in 
addition, it is much more uniform 
in its strength. The results from its 
use have been truly remarkable. By 
using procaine, the dentist is able to 
take away the sensation from any part 
of the face or jaws that hé may de- 
sire. 

Formerly the local anaesthetic was 
injected with a hypodermic syringe 
around the exact spot where the oper- 
ation was to be performed. But now- 
adays the injection is made any point 
upon the main branch of the nerve 
that supplies the areca to be operated 
upon, and the entire nerve branch is 
temporarily desensitized so that pain is 
absent. The use of the local anaes- 
thetic in nerve blocking, as this meth- 
od is called, was almost entirely de- 
veloped by investigators in America. 
Fortunately, we are now able to man- 
ufacture in this country all of the syn- 
thetic drugs that are necessary, so 
that we never again will be caught 
with a local anaesthetic famine, as 
we were at the beginning of the war.

At last it was decided by a major- 
ity vote at a large meeting held that a 
deputation be sent to Louis Reil, at 
that time in Montana. The delegates 
selected were Gabricl Dumont, an old 
leader amongst the plainsmen, Mois 
Ouellette, M, Dumas and Jas. Isbister, 
the Jatter a Scotch half-breed of a 
weirknown and much respected old 
northwest family. Many of the Brit- 
ish settlers disapproved of sgnding 
for Riel, and took little or no further 
part in the agitation, But there was 
a number who thought it was a good 
move and that the Ottawa Govern- 
ment would promptly remedy the 
grievances of the settlers, Riel ac- 
companied the delegates back and be.| 8 
gan to hold mectings in the different 
settlements. Amongst other places 
he spoke to a crowded mecting in 
Prince Albert, which, however, broke 
up with a row. At first, Riel took a 

jid tone, but latterly, becoming 
more firmly seated as a leader, he be 
gan to preach open rebellion, especial- 
ly among his own countrymen, Even 
worse, runners were sent to all In- 
dian encampments telling them all 
sorts of yarns. That a new cra was 
coming and its leader and prophet 
was Louis Riel. That the good old 
days with swarms of buffalo would 
return and that the position of the In- 
dians would by immensely improved 
and $0 on, 

About this time, or rather before, 
Mr. Jas. lebsster became alarmed at 
Riel’: actions and he, with some 
other scitlers of moderate views, de- 
cide? it would be a good plan to get 
some able Britisher to associate with 
Riel and try to hold him in check as 
much as possib'e. Very much to my 
surprise J received a visit during the 
winter of 1884-5 from Mr, Isbister and 
two companions, whose names I have 
forgottcu, but al} three were English 
epeaking They made the proposi- 
tlon to mc, knowing as they said my 
sympathy with the natives of the 
country, thar ' would go back with 
them, visi! Reil, and endeavor to turn 
his views from a proposed rebellion 
toa loyal agitation. Needicss to say, 
I refused, and moreover plainly point- 
ed out to them, that it was the grcat- 
est mistake bringing Riel into the

for if it had been Gahriel Dumont 
there would have been a very differ- 
ent story to relate, He was never in 
favor of making a decided st:.nd 
against the troops cither at Batoche 
or elsewhere.

With there perfect knowledge of the 
country and numbers of Indian 
scouts, no doubt this method would 
have met with considerable success 
and probably at a much greater cost 
to Canada both in lives and money 
before it would have been finally sub- 
dued.
